DEATH OF CAPTAIN COLBY, 


Captdin. William Ik.-Colby;—brother 
tu Letter Carrier Edwin H. Colby, died 
suddenly at the National Soldiers’ home 
in Togus, Me., Monday morning. Heart 
disease is supposed to have been the 
cause of death. : 

Mr.-Colby was a veteran of the Civil 
Was and was aged 70 years. He was 
bern in Groveland, Oct. 24, 1832. For 
many years he’ was a resident of Law- 
rence and was well known here. For 
a long time he-was foreman at the 
Russel paper mills yard, 

At the outbreak of the Civil War he 
volunteered his services and was mus- 
tered in at Boxford, Sept. 5, 1862, in 
‘Company C, 40th Massachusetts regl- 


ment. He served with credit during 
the war and earned promotion. He 
entered as a private and was dts- 


charged as captain of his company, 
receiving his discharge at Readville, 
Mass., June 15, 1865, 

He participated in many battles and 
during an engagement at Cold Harbor 
he ‘was severely wounded being shot 
through the arm and side and having 
his ribs broken by a blow from a mus- 
ket. Among the battles in which he 
fought were the following: Siege of 
Suffolk, Baltimore Cross Roads, siege 
of oFrt Wagner, Seabrook’s Farm, Ten: 
Mile Run, Barbers’ Ford, Lake City, 
sainesville, Olustee, Cedar Creek, Ches- 
ter Station, Drury’s Bluff, Hatcher's 
Cold Harbor, ‘Petersburg | Heights, 
Siege of Petersburg,’ Repulse of Hay- 
good's Brigade, Battle of the Mine, 
Provost Duty, Bermuda Hundreds, in 
trenches at Bermuda Hundreds, Fair 
Oaks, operations before Richmond and 
capture of Richmond. 

Mr. Colby ‘was one of a family of ten 
children, only two of whom are now 
living, E. H. Colby of this city, and 
Mrs. Etta R. Woodman of Groveland.

Warren K. Moorehead, Curator of Phillips Academy 
Archeological Department, Will Investigate

An interesting statement has been 
issued by Warren K. Moorehead, curator 


at Phillips Academy, who will start for | 


the’ Ozark mountains in Arkansas, a 


week from Saturday, for the purpose of 
studying the various questions arising 
‘from a discovery of the remains of what 
is supposed to be an extinct, unknown 
tribe. ; 

‘A few months ago a man who was 
traveling through the mountains found 
on shelves of rock and in shallow caves 
in the face of precipices, pieces of  pot- 
tery and arrowheads of a type that dif- 
fered in some respects from any pre- 
viously known. Whence came. those 
who made the pottery and used the ar- 
rowheads and whither they went, are 
problems that perhaps will never be 
solved. 

But other facts, as to the comparative 
age of the remains, the relation of these 
aborigines to other American tribes and 
their_place in the scale -of civilization, 
can be ascertained with a fair degree. of 
accuracy. ” 

Dr. Charles Peabody will join Mr. 
Moorehead in the mountains and will 
remain until the work is completed, 
while Mr. Moorehead will return in 
about 10 days to resume his class work. 
The material found will be returned to 
Andover. ' 

Mr. Moorehead has spoken of his 
prospective trip as follows: 

“Sometime ago we received a request 
from a man in. Arkansas for information 
pamphlets and the titles of books per- 
taining to American archaeology,” said 
Mr. Moorehead. ‘ His request was 
complied with and shortlyafterwards he 
sent us arrowheads and specimens of

pottery. A close study showed that 
they were different from anything we 
had seen. .They appeared to be much 
older than the usual aboriginal remains, 
and more primitive. At first we were 
not sure, we are not absolutely certain 
now, but. we believe that the man iu 
Arkansas has really found something 
new, something of value. 

“I will proceed to the vicinity of the 
localities where the remains were 
found, and, accompanied by the man 
who made the discovery engage a force 
‘of diggers and make other necessary ar- 
rangements. The floor of the rock 
shelters or caves where the remains 
were found will be accurately mapped 
and carefully excavated, every square 
foot of surface and every inch in depth 


| Of the material removed will be closely 


studied. and an abundance of photo 
graphs will be taken. The specimens 
found at the surfaée will be compared 
with those found at the bottom, to 
learn their~relationships and relative 
age. We hope to mak@ interesting, val- 
uable discoveries. lt is possible that 
they may have an important bearing on 
determining the age of man in America, 

“Itemay be that the Ozark rock shel- 
ters and caverns Gontain. evidence of a 
more primitive man than has -been 
found elsewhere in the middle Missis- 
sippi valley region. It is just possible 
that they, may contain the évidence 
sought by scientists for years, that cave 
men existed on the. American conti- 
nent at the end of the last glacial epoch. 
If this be true, the investigations will be 
of service to mankind.” 

Mr. Moorehead has been. at- work for 
; an archaeology department at Phillips 
Academy for the past seven. years.

Directly south of Nova Scotia and six 
miles east of South Carolina, on the top 
of asubmerged mountain, lies--a-string 
of islands shaped lixe a shepherd’s 
crook. It extends twenty-five miles and 
is said to contain three hundred and 
sixty-five islands, the highest rising 270 
feet above sea level, the lowest, a.rock 
just out of water at high tide. 
Five of these islands are largé, 
connected by__bridges, or , causeways, 
which 


Constitute the bulk of the land; 
is,.at most, @ mere speck on the bosom 
of the mighty Atlantic. a 

It is said to be the most isolated bit of 
land’ on the globe, if we except St. 
Heler.a, Which’ it: is claimed, 
inches more so. Its climate, influenced 
by the Gulf Stream, is delightful, with a 
temperature never below 50 degrees, 


and rarely above 80 degrees: Its 
scenery is unique, and its facilities for 
comfort, pleasure and rest —are—un- 


rivalled. 

This is Bermuda,‘the land of sunshine 
color and song, set down in the midst 
of a sapphire sea and encircled by dan- 
gerous reefs; like a rose, enshrined in 
thorns; for the difficulties of reaching 
this bit of earthly Paradise are not to be 
minimized. 

In the jirst place, the turbulent Gulf- 
streani must be crossed diagonally, an 
experience in which the ‘agony is ever 
present and the desire to die not wholly 
unknown. Then too, a treacherous 


bring one safely to land, a passage 
which only native pilots dare thread. 
Yet all who surmount these difficulties 
agree that it is worth the attempt. 
England, who never loses sight of her 
own interests, took possession of these 
islands long ago; and she has expended 
millions building roads, bridges and 
fortresses. It is one of her strongest 
posts of defence. In case of war with 
the United States, it would enable her 
to command the entire Atlantic coast. 
Oue of the largest of tne islands was 
once a convict settlement. Over nine 
thousand convicts were brought there— 
two thousand of them died. About four 
hundred Boer prisoners are there now, 
men who refused to take the oath of 
allegiance in England’s late South 
African war. Another island was held 
by pirates, in the seventeenth century. 
On Ireland island, a military station is 
located, near a large dock yard, where 
formidable battleships lie at anchor, and 
English marines, or red-coats, are every- 
where to be seen. 

The population of this colony is fif- 
teen thousand; nine thousand are 
negroes, and Hamilton is the metropolis, 
a clean, delightful, little city. 

The charm of Bermuda, however, lies 
in its natural beauties and peculiarities. 
Its’ acres of Easter- lillies (side by side 
with the onions, it is true, often-times) 
its royal palms, its wealth of sunshine, 
its caves with their central lakes, which 


rise and fall with the tide; and their 
wonderful stalactite and stalagmite 
formations. The many reefs on which, 


all day, the sea breaks in snowy foam; 
the white beach, where tourists search 
for lucky shells and are lucky if they 
find one; the peculiar light and color, 
and, perhaps, best of all, the rest gained 
by separation from the great, wide, 
world with its rush and clatter, its 
worry and discord. 

And the sea, the beautiful sea! What 
pen can adequately describe the shifting 
play of color it produces? It has been 
said: If all the emeralds, rubies, sap- 
phires, amethysts and diamonds should 
be melted ina vast crucible, the color- 
effect obtained might approach that to 
be seen on the Bermudian waters. 

Here too are the marvelous sea- 
gardens, presided over, perchance, by 
Father Neptune. Drifting above them 
in a glass-bottomed boat, such as is used 
for such purposes, sea anemones and 
strange fish of many colors and forms,
